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DRAMATIC DOINGS, 


A College “of Theatrical Instruction, 
and Other Equally Valuable and 
Amusing Gossip. 





Everrbody, at sometime or another, aspiresto bean 
actor. Even Mr. Wallack’s artisis, ip their very early 
youth, wanted and tried to act. The real primary 
school of the dramatic art is the nursery in which little 
girls play at being Mrs. Brown and Mrs. Jones, and 
go callingand shopping and otherwise give rein to 
their theatrical instincts. Some of them keep it up 
afterward and impersonate cbaracters which they are 
not to the very latest day of thcir existence. 

But it is a curious tact, evident to almost everybody 
who goes tothe theatre nowadays, that the average 
actor hasn’t the faintest iJea how toact. He knows 
as muohb, indeed, about acting as the fabled mule does 
about astrunomy. For example, he expresses his 
emotions by a regular code of signals set flying in his

face, his body, his arms and his legs. Sorrow requires 
one kind of grimace: joy is demonstrated by another. 
To flop violently on a marble-topped table and run one’s 
fingers through one’s hair is a favorite and bighly ap- 
proved way of illustrating despair. Merriment fs de- 
noted by what is technically known as ‘a property 
laugh,” and there are some autborities so practical 
and so mechanical that they recommend the chewing 
of soap and the biting of scenery asa proper and ex- 
pressive device tor showing passion and fury. 

But all this, as it must be plain to the most benighted 
intellect, isn’t acting. 

Now, in this great, big, generous City of New York 
there resides a little group of men. so devoted to their 
fellow-creatures, so bent on promoting universa) hap- 
piness and joy, so resolute to make lighter and gayer 
and more satisfied the bearts of all mankind, that 
they bave actually determined totry and ameliorate 





the woes of the theatre-goer and insure bim a little 
brief pleasure once in awbile. 

There are societies of the same kind, only rather 
more formally organized, to Prevent Vice and Protect 
Children and Prevent Cruelty to Animals. The asso- 
ciation for the benefit of theatre-goers, however, 
hasn't been incorporated so thoroughly, nor does it 
put on such airs as its more pretentious rivals. 

The first supposition entertained by a simple mind 
ot the scope and aim of such a society would be that 
its main purpose would be the absolute abolition of 
the modern actor. That, though rather a sweeping 
measure, would, at all events, go right to the root of 
the calamity. 

But the new corporation doesn’t go in for such rad! 
cal measures—at present. An that it proposes to do is 
to grapple with the o>vious fact that the modern actor 
can’t act—not even tur sour apples—and in conse-

£ DARK MYSTERY. 


Discovery of the hein of an Un- 
known Woman in a 


Disused Cellar. 


| Subject of Mlustration.] 

One of the strange and startling mysteries which 
sometimes Come to horrify the dwellers in great 
cities was unearthed at the old Carleton House on the 
evening of the 2d inst. 

In the western division of the great sub-cellar under 
the Carleton House, which is at the northeast corner 
of Frankfort and William streets, is an immense heap 
of coal ashes and rubbish, which has been collecting 
for more years than anybody about the hotel at pres- 
ent knows. This division ot tbe sub-cellar is about 
ninety teet long north and south along William street 
and about twenty feet wide. The ashes lay along the 
division wall on the east side of this part of the cellar. 
It is said that the Board of Health ordered Mr. Wm. 
M. Doyle. the proprietor of the hotel, to have the 
asbes and rubbish removed. Mr. John A. Hayes, of 
73 Division street, had the contract to remove them, 
and had leased the cellar, which he intended to sublet 
as a storehouse, 

‘Under his direction Edward Hullsdorf, Caries Wil- 
son and Thowas Bennett were at work in the big 
dark hole on the afternoon of the 2d inst. shoveling 
the ashes into baskets. They worked by candle-light. 
The pile of ashes was sixty feet long. They had 
worked down from the north end of it to about forty- 
five feet north of Prankfort street, when at 5 o’clock 
ILullsdort ‘struck his shovel into the side of the pile 
pear the top and next the division wall, and un- 
covered a woman’s foot with a stocking on it. The 
stocking was cotton, with blue and red stripes. The 
men stopped digging at once, brought the candle 

closer to see what they had found, and then ran cut 
and notified the Oak street police and the coroner. 

In a few minutes five policemen were in the great 
musty cellar. They brought a stretcher and laid it 
cown at the foot cf the ash heap, and two policemen 
took the shovels while the others held the lights. The 
ashes were shoveled away from the side of what bore 
little resemblance to a human body. It lay along the 
wall, the head to the south. A fragment about 14 
inches by 12 of flagstone lay on the chest and close up. 
against the chin. It was lifted up and thrown to one 
side. A cobble-stone lay over the face, which appeared 
to be closely wrapped in cloth. 

The body lay on its back, the head buried eighteen 
inches below the ushes, cinders and rubbish. The toot 
bad been only about six inches trom the surface. The 
Jeft band and arm lay over the chest under the flag- 
stone. The remains of the right arm lay by the side. 
The left leg was stretched out to the full, and the 
stockinged foot belonged to it. The other leg was 
drawn up, and part of the feot was missing. The 
whole was dry, and faded cloth, bones, withered 
fiesb and ashes were inextricably pressed together. 

Of course, the discovery of these ghastly remains 
created a great excitement. The most sensational 
stories were set afloat and several supposed clews fol- 
lowed, but the identity of the remains has not been 
established, and they were buried in Potter’s Field, 
uprccogn.zed.

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A MODERN EUGENE ARAM. 


Sensational Trial of the Be Bellamy Cave Murderers in 
Tennessee. 


Great excitement has prevailed in and around 


ot Ransom Morrow, William:Morrow,Charles Morrow 
and Dr. Peter F. Bellamy, on the charge of having 
participated in a number of murders in Montgomery 
county within the past fifteen years. The defendants 
were arrested last June, since which time they have 
been confined in jail and closely guarded, in order to 
prevent their being either rescued or mobbed. Much 
difficulty was experienced in obtaining a jury, and ‘it 
was not until panel after panel had been called that 
both the prosecution and defense agreed upon twelve 
good men with whom they were willing to proceed. 
The ablest lawyers in the country appeared on the 
part of, the State and the deceased, and every point 
was closely contested. Ransom Morrow, father ot the 
two prisoners of the same name, is over sixty-six 
years old, very fine in appearance, dresses in a plain 
manner and has keen gray eyes with a bard glare. He 
has been for many years one ot the leading members 
of Wiley Baptist chapel, in the Ninth district, where 
he has a large mansion aud a tine farm, William 
Morrow is thirty-five years old, tall, heavy-built and 
has dull gray eyes. Charles Morrow is twenty-four 
years of age,and bears a close resemblance to his 
father. Dr. Bellamy, son-in-law ot Ransom Morrow, 
is g00d-looking, and is the son .of Rev. Jesse Bellamy, 
D. D., who, during his lifetime, was highly esteemed 
by his fellow-citizens of Montgomery county. 
Bellamy’s Cave, the scene‘of the crimes with the 
eommission offwhich the four men are charged, is 
really as large as the famous Mammoth Cave, in Ken- 
tucky, and lies near the homes of the accused. The 
entrance is very narrow, and the now-noted hole has 
never been explored further than two miles. At the 
right side of the entrance is a slide, runhing a long 
distance and having at the .end a deep, wide chasm. 
There are various chambers in the cave,in ove of 
which. were found the dead and putrified body of 
one of, the alleged victims, and the bones of others 
who, it is supposed, were killed and placed there by 
the lawless band... ‘Itis thought that, besides the men 
whose remains wére discovered in the chamber, there 
were more.murdered, whosa bodies were shut out of 
human sight forever by being thrown down. the very 
steep slide referred ‘to ‘above. Passage through the 
cave is so exceedingly dificult and dangerous that 
very few persons have ever journeyed tbrough it, and 
it was not until the Morrows and Bellamy were ‘taken 
into custody that ‘a carefal examination was made, 
this being under tBe direction of officers of the law. 
The investigation was made at the instance of the 
Attorney General, whose first information was ob- 
tained from J. W. Pa¢ard, who declared that he had 
left the country because he knew too much about the 
Morrows and it was ansafe for him to remain. It is 
charged that James Brown, colored, was shot and 
killed by Wm. Morrow and Dr. Bellamy, and his body 
burned to conceal the crime, Dr. Kellamy was soon 
arrested,.tried and acquitted of the deed. It is also 
charged: that an old man named Sligh and his son, 
Thomas J, Sligh, were killed by the band. An expla- 
nation of the death of the latter was made by the 
party, they claiming that he was accidentally shot 
while bunting with Ben Morrow, who afterward left 
the country, The murder of Dick Overton, colored, 
is also laid at their door. It was shown at the pre- 
liminary examination that Ransom Morrow owed 
Overton $00,and paid only one-sixth of the amount. 
Overton suddenly disappeared, and the Morrows 
stated that he had gone to Alabama. Search being 
made, a corpse, identitied by several persons as that 
of Overton, was found in the cave, It had been placed 
on the slides, but the coat worn by the deceased had 
caught on the edge of the chasm. The defendants are 
also charged with arson and robbery.

At Robert Wright’s gymnasium, Detroit, a few 
days age, theve was a glove contest. according te Queeasberry 
rules, between Maurice Casey, of East Sagisaw, and Ed. Schue- 
maker. of Detroit. Onaly Gfty persons were present. Both pugilists 
are well known in Michigan, and many were eager to witsess the 
contest. The manager of the affair being eager to avoid any inter- 
ference only issued a certain number of tickets. Beth pugilists 
had trained for the encounter and came to the mark in Grst-rate 
mettle. Casey had very few friends present. and it was apparent 
that forty out of the fifty were eager fur the Detroit puzilist te con- 
quer the Saginaw representative. Casey, however, had come te 
Detroit to wiu, and he was bound if possible to dese. After a ref- 
eree was selected the contest began. In the first and second reands 
the fighting was desperate and decidedly in Cascy’s faver. At the 
end of the secoud round Schuemaker became diecouraged and pulled 
off the gloves and left the ring. His seconds insisted on his retarn- 
ing, aod he summoned fresh piu:k and did so. In the third round 
Casey outfuught Schuemaker, when the tatter’s second struck 
Casey and there was a geueral wrangle. The referee stopped what 
might have been a scrious fracas and the contest was continesd. 
In the fourth round Casey fought his oppouent all over the ring, 
inflicting severe punishvent. Both clinched, and Casey forced 
Schuemaker to the ropes and punished him terribly aaid cries of 
foul. Schuemaker's seconds rushed into the ring and claimed the 
fight. A wrangle ensued, and the referee, being afraid of personal 
violence, declared Schuemaker the winner. Schuemaker was fairly 
whipped and unable to fight another round. His seconds had to 
carry him out of the ring, while Casey. almost without a scratch, 
could have fought, bar accidents, over an hour, for he had received 
no punishment to spcak of. Several of Schuemaker’s friends were 
surprised at the decision, but were helpless to reverse it. The ref- 
erce’s decision was final, nevertheless. It was unjust, in fact—it 
was a barefaced swindle. Casey said to his opponent: ‘“You have 
got the money, but there is no one in the room dare deny that I hai 
you whipped.” 


Jimmy ‘Weeden, the pugilist, who is matched to fight 
his old at, Owen Maloney, stands § feet 7 inches in beight, and in 
condition weighs 130 ponnds. He was born in Kendall, England, 
and has been in this country thirteen years. He is a pnuddier by 
trade and formerly lived at Cleveland, Ohio. In 1879 he located at 
Pittsburg where he worked at his trade and spent his icisure time 
in boxing. Weeden’s frst battle was with Jack Leeds for a purse. 
The fight was decided at Sheffield, England, and Weeden won. 
His next appearance in the ring was with Jack Martin, the 
“Sweep,” near Wighby, also for a purse, which he won in seven 
rounds. His last -‘go” was with James Pearson, or, as he was more 
commonly known by, “Gypsy Jim.” This ight Weeden also won, 
Pearson being knocked out in the tenth round. Maloney stands 
5 feet 7 inches in height and weighs 128 pounds. In the spring 
of 1882 Owen Maloney, of Pittsburg, challenged Weeden to ficht 
for $300 aside. Weeden sent ona forfeit to the Pouce Gazerre 
and the puzilists agreed to fight according to London prize ring 
rules, ncar Pittsburg, Pa., June 13, 1882. Richard K. Fox was made 
final stakeholder, and the $1,000 were deposited in his keeping. 
On June 8, 1882, five days before the time set for the pugilists to 
meet, Sheriff Sweeney, of Hancock county, West Virginia, made 
effective preparations to arrest the pugilists if they invaded the 
State, and he also made a requisition on Gov. Jackson for 1530 
stand of arms. On June 9 the pugilists decided to fight at 
Spirit Lake, West Va., but the place had to be changed. 
Weeden's training quarters were at Black Lane, near the Perrys- 
ville road, two miles from the Smoky City. and Evan Davis had 
the pugilist under his care. Maloney's training quarters were at 
West View, about four miles from Pittsburg. On June 32, 1882, all 
arrangements were made at Pittsburg for the mill. A steamboat 
was chartered and the pugilists and their friends, who numbered 
over $00, embarked for Smith's Ferry. At 4A. M.on the 15th of 
June the party landed and a ring was erected on the Siate line 
between Obio and Pennsylvania, on the property of J. W. Cun- 
ningham. The fight was a terrific one for forty-one rounds, and 
Weeden looked to be a sure wiuner, as it was only a question how 
long Maloney could last. Every time he toed the scratch he was 
knocked down, the blood spurting in every direction and the poor, 
lamp Maloney was litcrally carried to his corner. With body bruised. 
eycs closed and face dreaifully battered he continued to present 
himself before Weeden's brawny fists for fresh punishment until the 
close of the forty-first round when another crs of foul was raised. 
Again the refcrce refused to allow it, when a howling, angry mob 
broke through the ropes and took possession of the ring. By this 
time a half-dozen impromptu fights were going on, when Weeden 
and Maloney and their seconds joined hands im the center and 
Weeden said: 

“Owney, are you willing tocall this a draw? I don't want to 
kill a man." 

Maloney accepted the situation and the fight was so decided. 
Forty-one rounds were fought in 1 hour and 30 minutes.

For 
4h the dogs fought up and down, with neithcr gaining any advan- 
tage. Finally Jessie got the best of the fighting, and killed Nancy 
in the pit. The fight lasted 4h 47m, and the victor died soon after 
the referee gave the decision. The dog that won was the same 
that John Curtis offered to match against Paddy Kane's dog, of 
Cincinnati. About $3,000 changed hands. The Boston and Fall 
River sporting men lostheavily. The fight was acknowledged to be 
the most desperate ever witnessed.

revis: the rules, aud hereafter the ‘‘Police Gazc!te’’ Southern Re- 
vised Rules of Cock-fighting will be the standart regulations for 
all contests, especially as the National Game Breeders’ Association 
have adopted and ratified them. The following are the rules : 

Ruux 1—That all cocks sha!l fight upon their true merits. 

Rug 2—All cocks weighing within 2 ounces of each other shall 
be “a match.” 

Rute 3—All stags shall be allowed 4 ounces when fighting 
against cocks. : 

Roce 4—All one-eyed cocks, when fighting against sound cocks, 
shall be allowed 4 ounces overweight. _ 

Ree 5—All gaffs shall be round from socket to point, and 1% 


| regulation heel, unless otherwise agreed upon by the makers of the 


battle. 

Rue 6—Cocks being ready and brought to the pit, each pitter we 
take his proper station and there remain until the gaffs on the 
respective cocks are measured by the referee and found to be in 
compliance with Ruic 5 of the agreement regulating the fight. 

Ruts 7—The pitters shall first present their cocks beak to beak, 
and either cock refusing to show the batile and all bets thereon 
shall be declared off. 

Reve 8&—Both cocks showing, the pitters shall — step to their 
respective positions in the pit and set the birds square on their feet 
facing each other, and, instantly releasing them, each pitter to re- 
main on th> score from which he releasei his bird until one or both 
eocks shall be fastened either in himself, the pit. or bis adversary. 
In either case he shall be allowed to handle big bird, and in neo 
other case shail a pitter handle his cock except his cock be on his 
back, in which case he shall be allowed to turn him over only. 

cLe 9—The pitter whose co-k my be fasten: in his adversary 
shall steadily hol i his cock while the opposing pitter draws the heel 
or heels, and then instantly rcsume his original position, and be ia 
realiness to pit his cock when called by te time-keeper. 

Rete 10—After each haadling the pitters shall be allowed only 
303 in which to prepare and az.in pit their birds. It shall be the 
duty of the time-keeper to promptly order the pitting of the birds 
within the time d¢siznated. 

Rete li—Each pitter shall b> allowed toclcan beaks and nurse 
the:r birds during the time designated in Rule 10. 

Reve 12—All birds shall be pitted in full feathers unless other 
wise gnutually agreed upon. 

Revs 13—Any pitter resorting to any act of trickery or attempt 
to assist his cock by other means than those prescribed in ths 
above rules shall forf_it the fizht. 

Rete Mi—A‘l cocks shall b2 fought until ceasing to show 
fizht, be killed or run away, in whic’ first or latter case the cocks 

shall be again iustantly pitted, but should ci:her cock be down and 
unable to rise they shall be breasted, and then shoul! ci her cock 
refuse to show after a sccond pitting, after running once or refus- 
ing to show once, the sim? cock shall be declared the loser.

He 
sold his wine in Cincinnati, obtaining as high prices as 
are obtained for the best German wines. “We have 
in Kentucky,” says Prof. Proctor, “the soil, climate 
and grapes suitable for the finest wines in the world. 
All we need is practical experts in grape-culture and 
wine-making to attend tothe business and develop its 
capabilities on a profitable basis.” 


The East Millst<ne distillery and ycast fac- 
tory. near New Brunswick, N. J.,owned by Fieisch- 
mann & Co. of this city, was totally destroyed on the 
5th inst. The watchman, Thomas Burke, was blown 
through the door of the building into thestreet and 
severely injured. About 12,000 busbels of grain were 
destroyed. The United States bonded warehouse, con- 
taining 3,000 barrels of whisky, was saved by the fire- 
men. The fire is supposed to have originated in the 
explosion of the rectifier. The loss is estimated at 
more than $50,000, which is tully covered by insurance,

Since 1850 our native wine production has increased 
from zero to nearly 30,000,000 gallons, while the 
quantity of wine imported is just the same in 1834 as it 
was in 1840, namely, 5,000,000 gallons. Considering 
that our population bas almost trebled since 1840, this 
is a very great decrease in our importation of wines. 


At Bladensburg, a sinall town near Mt 
Vernon, on the Cleveland, Akron and Columbus Rail- 
road, a man by the name of Chapin was brutally mur- 
dered recently by a rabid mob of temperance ruf- 
tians, who ordered the victim to close his saloon, 
which he refused. They warned him unless he com- 
plied with their wish be would suffer the same fate as 
the saloonist near Columbus whose place was 
biown up. Still be refused, and on aSaturday night a 
large mob surrounded his little frame house, tore it 
down and demolished the furniture. Chapin made a 
brave fight and showed much resistance, when some 
coward who has not as yet been discovered felled bim 
with a heavy stone. He died as he was being borne 
away, but the mob did not cease its bloody work of 
destruction. No one has yet been arrested, altbough 
the Liquor Dealers’ Association have employed de- 
tectives to run down the cruel murderer. The Prohi- 
bitionists have since made a general denial of the out- 
rage.
